Washinotor, D. C., May 28.—The Washing- 
ton Post has the following today about two 
favorit sons of Illinois: “It ia rumored as 
quite suggestive that Mr, Logan’s triends speak 
kindly of Blaine, and that Biaine’s friends are 
not using any hard words about Logan. In 
fact, the impression is gaining ground that 
there is some kind Of an understanding be- 
tween the Blaine and Logan clans that does not 
bode any good to Arthur's prospects.

Jay Gould is reported to have recently re- 
assured a friemd who was anxious about the 
effect of the shri in stocks on Gould’s 
firiancial condition with the smiling remark: 
„% am not a buyer of stocks. I make 
them.” The full meaning of this significant 
saying is well illustrated in a very searching 
examination which has been lately made by 
the London Economist of the methads by 
which Mr. Gould has created the vast amount 
of securities which go by the name of the 
„Southwesterns.“ fat 

This group of railroads is a network of 
nearly 10,000 miles, infinitly complicated, 
extending from Lake Erie to the borders of 
Mexico, traversing a dozen States, and ex- 
ceeding in mileage any other existing system 
as the Pennsylvania all others in 
earning power. Groups like the Vanderbilts 
seem, says the Boonomist, comparatively 
moderate in comparison with such an aggre- 
gation as this. To an English eye the earn- 
ings are made respectable by the statement 
that they exceed those of the London & 
Northwestern. | 

In tracing out the history of the operations 
by which Mr. Gould built up these enormous 
totals, the Economist takes up his career just 
after the Erie restitution, when he gave back 
to that company $7,000,000 of its own securi- 


ties as the best means of escaping ruin. His 


next brilliant success was in the Kansas Pa- 
cific deal—haul it might be called -in which 
Mr. Gould unloaded on the stockholders of 
the Union Pacific the stock of the Kansas 
Pacific at prices six to seven times what he 
had paid for it. Then followed the acqui- 
sition of the Wabash, its consolidation with 
the Kansas City & Northern, and various 
extensions, with the result of ah enormous 
jnerease of mileage. The Missouri Pacific, 
originally a good road, the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas, the Iron Mountain followed one 
another into the maws of this huge consoli- 
dator. The terminals ef the two lines in 
Texas, says the Economist, were then united 
and amplified by the huge parallelogram of 


the Texas & Pacific, which also extended the 


system to the Mexican frontier. By | means 
of the International & Great Northern access 
was obtained to the port of Galveston, and 
also another entrance to Mexico via Laredo. 
The New Orleans & Pacific joined New 
Orleans with the Texas & Pacific. A rail- 
road into Mexico, with all the @pproved ap- 
paratus of construction companies and other 
devices for filling the pockets of insiders with 
the profits of contracts, made at the expense 
of the stockholders at large, was undertaken, 
but came to grief, and is now in the hands of 
a Receiver. | 

The total mileage of these roads is now 
9,111, against 3,532 in 1870. The roads had 
an earning power even in a bad year like 
1883 of $54,000,000. But to its great sur- 
prise the Economist has to report that, altho 
the English and American investor ig freely 
and frequently invited to put his money into 
these stocks, it is impossible to extract any 
useful information from the annual reports 
of the Gould roads.” These documents 
furnish no more than is enough to confuse 
and mislead.” The most vital point—the 
growth of capital—cannot be giyen with any 
accuracy, for the sales of bonds are made to 
supply deficiency in earnings. In analyzing 
the financial statements of the various com- 
panies the Zeonimist says that the Mis- 
souri Pacific has been able to pay 
7 per cent dividends during the last 
year, but its capital has been so di- 
luted by the addition of worthless under- 
takings that it is problematical whether its 
traffic resources arising from a good geo- 
graphical position will enable it much longer 


to withstand increasing financial weakness,” 


The Missouri, Kansas & Texas jt declares to 
be practically bankrupt,” the Iron Mount-

the accused. The evidence in the case was 
purely circumstantial, and the most that can

The really surprising feature of this re- 
sult was the unanimity of the jury in find- 
ing its verdict, It was naturally expected 
that one man of its number might hold out, 
or that there might be opposition enough to 
an acquittal to secare a disagreement; but it 
is evident that the jury must have regarded 
all the suspicious circumstances weakened to 
that degree where they would not be justified 
in finding a verdict of willful murder, what- 
ever their own suspicions might be, for men 
cannot lawfully be hanged on suspicion. The 
verdict certainly was not in any sense due 
to the weakness or errors of the prosecution, 
for they made the most of their case. It was 
managed with consummate ability, and the 
charge was pressed against the prisoner with 
all the skill and energy which the circum- 
stantial evidence warranted. One after 
another, however, all the points upon which 
they relied for conviction—the buttons, the 
bloody handkerchief, and stains upon his 
clothing, the bills of large denominations m 
his possession, his whereabouts that fatal 
February evening, his movements the fol- 
lowing day, etc.—were explained away more 
or less by rebutting evidence, or at least 
were sufficiently weakened to give the prison- 
er the benefit of a reasonable doubt. Even 
the positive manner in which the micros- 
copist who appeared for the prosecution 
stated that his investigation amounted 
to a demonstration failed to impress the 
jury when tested by the investigation made 
by an expert for the other side. And then 
came the crowning failure to find any ade- 
quate motive why McKeague should have 
committed the double murder. Under such 
a combination of circumstances it is not ro- 
markable that the case for the prosecution 
broke down and that Me Keague was acquitted 
of the crime. He is certainly to be congrat- 
ulated on his escape from ugly charges and 
from suspicions which were very strong. He 
should likewise congratulate himself, and re- 
flect that it is exceedingly ‘unwise for him to 
threaten retaliation, as he is credited with 
doing.

Wil! this secret murderer ever 
be traced and brought to justice, or will the 
Willson murder remain as the most myste- 
rious and incomprehensible as well as horri- 
ble erimeever committed in Illinois ? 
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WHAT BANK DIRECTORS KNOW.. 

The sensational illness of the President of 
the Penn Bank of Pittsburg at the moment 
when it was discovered that the bank in his 
charge was itself too sick to receive any fur- 
ther callers gave the suspension of that insti- 
tution a decidedly dramatic interest. This is 
not at all diminished by the discoveries of 
the Directors when they made an examina- 
tion of the accounts. Superficial students of 
the science of banking might perhaps have 
expected the Directors of the bank to make 
periodical examinations of its affairs, as is 
still done in some of the more benighted and 
conservative countries of Europe. But 
that is not the American way of doing 
things. The average American bank Director 
would be as much surprised at an intimation 
that he should exercise any real scrutiny of 
the conduct of the bank while it was solvent 
as a National-Bank Examiner would be. The 
function of the average bank Director, as of 
the Bank Examiner, is to appear on the scene 
after the wreck, look wise, and tell the pub- 
lie that the bank is all right; that the sus- 
pension was a mistake; that the bank can 
pay 100 cents on the dollar, and that it will 
resume as soon as the stock market ad- 
vances enough to permit the sale of the 
Keeley motor stock or Wabash and other 
like securities at par. 

One hour’s work of the Directors of the 
Penn Bank was enough, we are told, to in- 
form them ot the exact nature of the cat—or 
tiger—in the meal-tub, and its precise size, 
If they could do this in an hour after the 
bank had ‘‘ busted” they could of course 
have done it in an hour before the bank was 
ruined. Their examination of the books re- 
vealed that a firm called D. Wilson & Co. 
had everdrawn their account $240,000, and 
that another customer of the bank had over- 
drawn his account $97,000. It was also as- 
certained by these handy Directors that there 
was probably no such firm as D. Wilson & 
Co. As Directors are usually men of busi- 
ness in the vicinity of the bank of which they 
are officers, it is evident that if they had been 
paying the slightest attention to their duties 
they would have known when the account 
was opened that there was no such firm, and 
would have been aware when the first dollar 
of overdraft was made. This might not have 
been 80 exciting as o have had the whole 
two millions of deficit come down on them at 
once like an avalanche, but it does seem to 
the outsider as if it would have been healthier 
and indicative of more faithfulness.

An- 
other says that ‘‘the Swedish brandy king 
has done nothing more than has been done 
by distillers north of the Qhio River for 
years.” Another claims that the Scandina- 


vians won't drink anything that hasn't fusel- 


oll in it, and are not satisfied unless they can 
burn themselves from tongue to toes with it. 
Another boldly proclaims that the fusel-oil is 
extracted from every drop of whisky made 
in Chicago!, Another, the largest retailer of 
intoxicants in the city, says that these state- 
ments are all bosh, and that there is no pure 
whisky exeept the Kentucky sour mash, 
which the Chicago distillers pronounce full 
of fusel. Still another says that the deadly 
poisonous amyl-oil is taken out and used in 
the manufacture of quinine, and that it sells 
as high as $2 per barrel to those who handle 
the cinchona bark. It is pretty hard to ac- 
commodate all these gentlemen, for one point 
they will all admit—namely: that it is fusel- 
oil which destroys the stomach and brain and 
produces delirium tremens, and, as that 
kind of tremens is pretty plentiful in Chica- 
go, it follows that the victims are not drink- 
ing the pure stuff which these gentlemen 
make and upon which a man can get full 
without feeling sick the next day,” but in 
some manner manage to get the fusel-oil, or 
else they are getting the delirium tremens on 
quinine. This drug is very generally taken 
for a tonic and is a specific for fever and 
ague. Is it possible that these victims of the 
shakes are really victims of the snakes, and 
that the real locality of these reptiles is in 
their boots? If so, then there is anew field 
of labor for the Prohibitionists, for if the dis- 
tillers are producing delirium tremens on the 
one hand with pure spirits and on the other 
with quinine, in tonic form, then it is high 
time that their operations should be nipped 
in the bud, so that this undesirable complaint 
may not become epidemic. 


Ir is to be hoped that the commitment of 
three officers of the Wall Street National 
Bank—the President, Vice-President, and 
Cashier—on the charge of violating the 
United States statute which prohibits Na- 
tional banks for certifying checks in excess 
of deposits against which they are drawn 
will lead to a determined prosecution and the 
infliction of the prescribed penalty (fine and 
imprisonment) in case the accused are found 
guilty. The two great abuses and evils of 
the New York banking system are overcer- 
tification and the payment of interest on de- 
posits made by outside banks. Both prac- 
tices contribute enormously to swell the 
stock-gambling fund of Wall street and in- 
volve the banks in all the hazard of such 
speculation. Both practices are in violation 
But one of them 
—overcertification—is contrary to law as well 
as banking principles. The revelations of 
the recent Wall street panic indicate that the 
New York banks, as a rule, have paid no 
attention to the law of Congress, but have 
continned to take their chances in Wall 
street gambling by certifying the checks of 
their customers whether the latter had any 
money on deposit or not. It isa rank swindle 
on all who deposit their money for safekeep- 
ing and draw against it in the regular course 
of business. The resultis, that any material 
perturbation in the stock-gambling circles 
throws the New York banks into convulsions. 
Some of them suspend immediately, and all 
of them enter into a combination to sustain 
themselves by a resort to a local clearing-house 
currency unrecognized by law and invalid 
outside their own clique. This is a disgrace 
and a menace to the business of the country. 
It can be prevented in the future if the law 
against overcertification be strictly enforced 
and if the New York banks abandon the

ITS RESOURCES COMPLETELY EXHAUSTED. 
Pirrsnund, Pa., May 28.—([Special.}—The ex- 
citement occasioned by the failure ot the Penn 
Bank reached its climax this afternoon when 
it became known that its resources had been 
completely exhausted by fictitious borrowers 
and that the prospects are that hardly enough 
will be saved from the k to pay the er- 
penses of winding up its affairs. The examjna- 
tion of the books has led to the discovery that 
persons, presumably officials of the bank, or 
brokers handling oll for the institution, bad, 
under the name of firms that had no ex- 
istence, overdrawn their accounts at 
least $1,200,000, and it is feared when 
all the individual accounts have been examined 
that the showing will be still worse. It is now 
evident that this state of affairs in the bank 
bas not been of recent development, but dates 
back for at least three years, to the time of the 
Cherry Grove excitement, wnen the price of 
oil fell below 50 cents, and banks had great dif- 
noulty in keeping their customers up to the 
line in the matter of margins. The Penn did 
not succeed in doing so,.and that was the 
beginning of that which finally wrecked 
it. A gentleman conversant with the 
methods of the bank said to your correspond- 
ent today: Had the Penn Bank closed its 
door the Ist of March last and wound up its 
affairs I doubt whether depositors would have 
realized 10 per cent on their accounts. It has 
been losing money steadily since, and will not, 
I believe, realize 5 per cent under liquidation. 
It has been doing business entirely on a false 
reputation. At the time I speak of [saws 
transcript of the account ot a prominent 
oil speculator-at the Penn which showed 
an overdraft of more than $170,000, and 
this was not an isolated case, as to my certain 
knowledge there were others. When cash ran 
low they adopted the device of margin slips to 
tide them over, and a few weeks ago some of 
the banks were full of these ‘evidences of in- 
debtedness,’ which really had no more value 
than the paper upon which they were printed. 
Some banks—as the Allegheny National, for in- 
to touch these margin slips, 
drew away 
of the by 


the Merchants’ & Manufacturers’ Na- 
tional Bank for the cash on $80,000 worth 
of this sort of paper grew the stories as to the 
Penn’s shakiness which so excited the indigna- 
tion of Mr. Riddle and others connected with 
the bank, and which, perhaps, was instrumental 
in precipitating a crash which must inevitably 
have come within a short time unless prevented 
by something littie short of a financial miracle. 
The wnole institution was honeycombed from 
top to bottom. and it is one of the wonders of 
the age that the drain should have 
gone on 60 long without discovery by 
the stockholders. It was President Riadle's 
habit to publish a statement of the condition 
of the Penn Bank whenever the National banks

Mr. Charles R. Larrabee, the foreman of the 
McKeague jury, was asked yesterday what he 
thought of jury service and the jury system 
generally. Well, I have had twenty days’ 
experience on this trial.“ was the reply, * and 
Lam happy to say that the treatment which 
I received gives me no ground for complaint.

Financial affairs have lapsed into a condition 
very like the quiet of ordinary times. There 
were no exciting rumors yesterday, and the in- 
terest in the quotations at the brokers’ offices 
was not at a high pitch. The bankers and the 
public generally seem to be well satisfied with 
the results of the policy pursued by the banks. 
New York is by no means out of tne woods yet. 
Chicago has not been in the woods, and finan- 
cial affairs here are still in good condition. 
There have been no serious failures here, 
and there is no likelihood that there 
will be. There is still some complaint 
among speculators that money cannot be had, 
and it is true that outsiders are generally turned 
of by the banks. But it is no part of the pur- 
pose of the banks to refuse loans to such an ex- 
tent as greatly to upset even the speculative 
markets. A little more freedom in the lending 
of money was noticeable yesterday. Regular 
customers of the banks get about all they 
want, but the outsiders fare poorly. Rates are 
stiff. Call loans may be quoted at 6 per cent, 
with some transactions at 7 and even 8, and 
time loans at 6@7. Eastern exchange was very 
strong yesterday, the rate being nominally par, 
but there were no sales to speak ot. It looks 
as if the price would go above par this week. 
The supply is small. | 

Foreign bilis were unchanged. There was 
not a large supply of commercial, but the New 
York market is easy on account of the large 
amount of bills made against the sale of our 
securities to foreigners and sterling loans recent- 
ly made. There is now no doubt that a consid- 
erable quantity of American securities were 
taken at the low prices. When the loans made by 
foreigners mature the tendency of the market 
will be upward, but the supply of commercial 
bills may then be better.

Of course these remarks arg not in the interest of 
either party to the present “discussion” in the 
market, as any change in the rule could only indi- 
rectly affect contracts now pending.

Also that this week’s statement has been found to 
be wrong to the extent of about 1,000,000 bu in 
wheat and the same in corn. 

That letter was evidently written under a mis- 
understanding of the fuets in the case. There has 
been no correction of either of the Chicago state- 
ments except what was provided for when the 
statement was made, by a note to the effect that 
reports from a named point were not included, as 
the figures had not been received, That was the 
case last week with grain aficoat in New York 
harbor. With reference to the statement 
of this week we note that Walker is ro- 
ported to show a decrease of about 1,300,000 
bu wheat and 1,500,000 bu corn, which does 
not include 157,000 bu wheat decrease in Minneap- 
olis and St. Paul. We do not cite this as showing 


that the New York statement is any higher author- | 


ity than the one compiled in this city. The trade 
here is generally well pleased with the Chicago 
statement, and know that it is carefully compiled, 
while it appears one day earlier than the New York 
statement does how, and two or three days earlier 
than the Eastern one did before receiving a stimu- 
las from Western competition. Also, it covers 
more ground. So far the Chicago Board of Trade 
has reason to be proud of its statement of visible 
supply of grain, whatever may be said of it by 
snariers in St. Louis and elsewhere.

Late Legal Decisions. 

Following are abstracts of important decisions 
recently delivered by Federal and State courts; 
BANKRUPTOCY—DISPUTED CLAIM—INTEREST ON 

DIVIDENDS. 

Some of the heaviest claims of creditors were 
disputed, but were allowed, and as dividends had 
been paid to the other creditors, interest was 
claimed by these delayed creditors, but was re- 
fused to them. They carried the case, Hoxy vs. 
Fosdick, to the United States Circuit Court of 
Massachusetts, where the interest was again de- 
nied to them, Judge Lowell in the opinion said: 
I can see no reason why, because a creditor finally 
prevalls in a claim honestly and fairly disputed by 
the Assignees, he should have more than his divi- 
dend. Not, surely, as aamuages for withhold- 
ing something due him, for there is nothing 
due him in bankryptcy until his debt, 
both as to its legality its amount, has been as- 
certained, not a matter of contract, for there is 
no contractual relation between the parties. I am 
confident that the practice has always been against 
it, and that itis both just and expedient that the 
genera! creditors should be at liberty to investi- 
gate doubtful claims without the liability of such 
a penalty upon them as the payment of interest. 
1 do not say that if tunds had been set aside to 
meet a large claim of this kind, and have earned 
interest, the court has not power to order the pre- 
cise amount of interest so earned on a sum which 
proves to be the creditors’ money * de paid to 
him, but in this case the record does not show or 
inform me whether such interest has been received, 
and that matter must be referred to the district 
Judge. 

NUISGANCE—DAM ON WATEROOURSE. 

A ratiroad company built a dam across a creek 
to give it water for its engines, and the owner of a 
mili sued for damages for the obstruction and di- 
version of the water, but he was defeated. The 
case, Anderson vs. The Cincinnati Southern Rail- 
road Company, was taken on appeal to the Court of 
Appeals of Kentucky, where the judgment was re- 
versed. Judge Lewis, in the opinion, said: Water 
may. by a riparian owner, be withdrawn from a 
stream by ordinary means, or by artificial chan- 
nels, for the purpose of supplying the wants of 
men and animals, even to the extent of producing 
a material diminution in the foree and 
volume of the current; but it cannot 
be withdrawn for the purpose of irrigation, or for 
any secondary and artificial purpose, except in such 
a reasonable and legitimate way as not to interfere 
unjustifiably with its general use. If the dam has 
to any extent so obstructed or diverted the water, 
the erection of it by the company was an unlawful 
invasion of the milier’s rights, which are put at 
hazard and may be lost by acquiescence, and he is 
therefore entitled to at ! t nominal damages; 
and he may also recover bstantial damages for 
any material and perceptible injury done to his 
mili by reasou of the dam. 

RAILROADS — SPEED IN CITIES — MUNICIPAL 
ORDINANCE. 


The City of St. Paul passed an ordinance for- 
bidding the running of railroad trains within its 
limits at a greater rate of speed than four miles an 
hour. It was objected that this ordinance was in 
restraint of commerce and therefore void. A suit 
for an injunction was brought, but the company 
was beaten. The case, Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railroad Company, was carried to the Su- 
preme Court of Minnosota, where the judgment 
was affirmed. The Chief Justice, Gilfillan, in the 
opinion said: We do not question the power of the 
courts to declare an ordinance of a municipal cor- 
poration void as in restraint of trade. 
mere fact, however, that it operates to 
restrain trade win not justify such action, for 
proper police regulation and the judicious care for 
the lives and property of citizens may require such 
ordinance, although it interferes in some measure 
with the modes of transacting business. In addi- 
tion to the obstruction of business there is its ne- 
cessity reasonableness as a proper police regu- 
lation. ust be apparent that toujustify a court 
in setting aside the action of a city council its un- 
reasonableness or want of necessity as a measure 
for the protection of life and property should be 
clear, manifest, undoubted, so as to amount not to 
a fair exercise but to an abuse ot discretion, or 
mere arbitrary exercise of the power of the coun- 
ceil. If the ordinance be unreasonable and un- 
necessarily oppressive to commerce, the best way 
to show that and to secure its modification is to 
obey it. 

FIRE-ESCAPE—** OWNER "'—MEANING OF TERMS. 


The owner of the land and holdings known as the 
Randolph Mills, in Philadelphia, was sued in dam- 
ages for injury suffered at their destruction by fire 
by an employé in the mill in jumping from the 
fourth story, on the ground that he could have 
escaped injury if there had been the fire-escape to 
the bulldu required by law. The statute provided 
that Every storehouse, factory, manufactory, or 
workshop of any kind in which employés or oper- 
atives ure usually employed at work on the third 
or any higher story shall be provided with a per- 
manent, safe, external means of escape therefrom 
in case of fre. And it shail be the duty of the 
owners, superintendents, or managers of such 
factories, manufactories, workshops to 
provide and cause to be affixed to every 

such permanent  ftire-escape.”’

The judgment was in favor of the defendant on the 
ground that he was not the owner of the mill, and 
the plaintiff carried the case, Schott vs. Harvey, to 
the Supreme Courtof Pennsyivania, where he was 
again defeated. Judge Paxson, in the opinion, 
said: It is to be regretted thafan act of so much 
importance, and having so meritorious an object 
should not have been prepared with more care. 
It is a penal act, and it cannot be extended dy im- 
plication beyond its term. The plaintiff contends

is something more than a building. It is only com- 
pleted when there is putin the building machin- 
ery; and the duty of erecting fire-escapes attaches 
when the operatives are brought in to work. To 
whom does that duty attach? Clearly to the o¢ca- 
pant in possession, who places the operatives in @ 
position of danger and enjoys the benefit of their 
services. For all practical purposes he is the own- 
erof the factory until the end of his lease, which 
may run for hundreds of years. We must decide 
that he is the owner of the factory and that the 
landiord is not liable. 


GAMBLING CONTRACT—FUTURE DELIVERY OF 
GRAIN. 


Upon a contract for 14,000 bushels of No, 2 bar- 
ley, April 9, on which a margin of 10 per cent was 
deposited, which was made subject to the rules and 
regulations of the Chamber of Commerce of Mil- 
waukee, an action was brought for damages, the 
buyer failing to take the grain, and the court di- 
rected a verdict for plaintiff for the difference be- 
tween the contract price and the amount received 
on the sale of the barley. The defendant carried 
the case, Wall vs. Schneider, to the Supreme Court of 
Wisconsin, where the judgment was affirmed. Judge 
Cassoday, in the opinion, said: It is claimnd that 
this contract, upon its face, is void, being a gam- 
biing contract. In order to so hold we must find, 
as a matter of fact, that at the time of making tne 
contract the plaintiff had no intention of selling 
and delivering the warehouse receipts, as therein 
stated. and also that the defendant had no inten- 
tion of buying or receiving such receipts. The 
contract to all appearance is a valid agreement, 
and we cannot hold it to be the reverse because by 
the rules of the board the damages for a breach of 
the contract were to be fixed at the board prices, 
for parties to a contract may fix their own measure 
of damages.
